Mr. Ssitn, of Ohio. made some ohser-
vations on the relative merits of male and female
education. He held that females lubor under
many dieadvaniages. They have not Lefore them
an plterior aim, n samething to live fur; and hence
the stimulus which the human heart requires is
wanting, They fuil not in the world for want of
ability, but because society, in its present condi-
tion, gives them nothing to aim at. The Presi
dent of the Associstion had referred to the ques.
tion of Education in our Public Schools, The
spesker believed, with the gentleman who had
Tead the paper to which the Committes had al-
ready listened, that emulation is an instinet of our
nature, and we cannod do without it. To meet
the evil of which we complaln, we must bave usited
education. If we keep the sexes wao shall
but make mastersworsn  Wea have then at onee & mon-
watery and o nounery, The spesker arguad the tmpor-
tace and mecessity of fustruction of the sexes o
uolop, ['here should be education, also, both for males
and {vmales, from wale and fomaie leschors.

bappinces. He urged that teachers should make the
chlld know that they loved her, that thay sought no per
sonsl benefit, but the resl welfare of the pupil. He
would diminish materially the periods of time sliottod
1o certaln studies ; as in arlthmetic, whore many of tha
procosses usually studlad might be dispensed with to
advantsge. But If m girl had mouch time to davote to
study, he would give her a cloar knowlodge of ':i‘"}c'
matics, 1f for no other purpose, to regulata aad disclp-
Hne the misd.
